Miss  Dalton's  memories  of  Havergal  College  bring  to  light  the  incredible  changes 
that  have  taken  place  in  the  world  and  to  our  School  in  the  last  100  years.

As  one  of  the  fastest  rising  media  stars  in  the  United  States, 
Banfield's  days  are  filled  bringing  Americans  the  latest  news  -  and 
that's  just  how  she  saw  herself  on  graduation  day  in  June  1985. 


ays  wanted  to  work  in  broadcast  journalism,"  says  the 
former  Head  Girl  and  star  of  BH  operettas  such  as  Oliver  and 
Joseph  and  the  Amazing  Technicolor  Dreamcoat.  "I  was  blind  to 
the  possibility  of  failure.  This  is  where  I  was  aiming  to  be  -  in 
the  world  of  TV  news." 

About  a  year  ago,  Banfield  found  herself  in  the  middle  of  TV-news' 
biggest  story  in  years,  as  chief-correspondent  during  the 
Bush-Gore  post  election  saga.  Her  astute  reporting  helped  triple 
MSNBC's  ratings  and  Banfield  became  a  recognizable  face  across 
America.  MSNBC  executives  rewarded  her  with  the  co-anchor 
position  at  A/eiA/sfranf (airing  on  MSNBC  at?  p.m.  EST  Monday 
through  Friday). 

Banfield's  success  has  been  attributed  to  her  upbeat  personality, 
her  ability  to  see  the  nuances  in  a  story,  and  her  ambition.  One 
thing  is  for  sure  -  she  has  worked  hard  to  realize  her  dreams. 

After  graduating  from  BH,  Ashleigh  moved  on  to  Queen's  where 
she  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Political  Science  and  French. 
Just  weeks  after  Oueen's  convocation,  Banfield  began  working 
at  CJBN-TV  in  Kenora,  moving  eventually  to  stations  in  Winnipeg, 
Edmonton  and  Calgary- where  she  received  numerous  awards 
for  her  chronicle  of  the  life  of  a  homeless  man.  Also  while  in 
Calgary,  Banfield  freelanced  as  an  associate  producer  for  ABC's 
World  News  Tonight,  covering  the  1991  Bush/Gorbachev  Summit 
in  Russia  and  the  1992  Clinton/Yeltsin  Summit  in  Vancouver. 

In  1995,  Banfield  moved  to  Dallas  -  co-anchoring  KDFW  Fox  4 
nightly  news  at  5  and  9,  a  job  that  nabbed  her  a  regional  Emmy 
as  well  as  a  Texas  Associated  Press  award. 

"Without  a  doubt  the  highlight  of  my  career  so  far  was  traveling 
to  the  Middle  East  and  doing  a  documentary  on  the  future  of 
terrorism  in  America,"  says  Banfield.  "I  ended  up  in  the  West 
Bank  in  a  skirmish  -  pretty  eye  opening  stuff." 

Another  highlight  of  Banfield's  career  -  and  one  that  brought 
back  fond  memories  of  Madame  Dammerman's  French  classes  - 
was  traveling  to  Paris  to  cover  the  crash  of  the  Concorde. 


"I  called  BH  when  I  got  back  from  Paris  to  say  'you  have  no  idea 
how  much  I  needed  French,'"  says  Banfield.  "I  had  to  work  in 
French  the  entire  week,  trying  to  set  up  crews,  deal  with  the  City, 
get  permits,  deal  with  grief  and  aeronautics. . ." 

Whatever  future  success  comes  her  way,  one  thing  is  for  sure: 
BH  provided  Banfield  with  some  very  solid  building  blocks. 

"I  had  great  experiences  in  debating  with  Mrs.  Martin  and  what 
I  learned  in  Mrs.  Sharpe's  History  classes  clearly  plays  a  huge 
role  in  what  I  do  now,  as  does  what  I  learned  in  Mrs.  Friesen's 
Geography  classes,"  Banfield  says.  "Our  gym  teacher  Mrs. 
Westdal  taught  me  a  lot  about  communicating,  she  was  very 
good  at  communicating  with  students." 

Banfield  doesn't  say  which  class  prepared  her  for  bantering  with 
Jay  Leno  when  she  appeared  on  his  show  last  February.  But 
those  who  know  her  know  that  she  was  just  being  the  same  old 
upbeat,  entertaining  Ashleigh.

The  Heritage  Committee 

Writing  the  Next  Chapter,  Postscript 

By  T'shura-Ann  Elias 

...It  looks  smaller  in  winter  when  viewed  across  the  silent  yard, 
that  same  old  house  we've  all  inhabited  at  least  once.  But  beneath 
the  roof  lies  a  banquet  of  memories  -  each  room,  a  miniature 
world. . .  In  the  months  of  spring  and  summer  it  experiences  a 
renaissance,  along  with  the  hydrangeas,  camellias,  bearded  irises, 
and  peonies  that  bloom  so  colorfully 

...In  October,  the  link  between  things  grows  weaker  now:  the  twig 
can  no  longer  support  the  leaf,  the  branch  is  ready  to  release  its 
fruit  and  the  ground  turns  cold  against  the  root  The  han/est  moon 
rests  in  the  sky  like  the  head  of  a  haloed  Madonna,  gently  nursing 
the  fruit  to  sweet  perfection.  The  moon  is  calm. 

Recently,  while  in  the  midst  of  relocating  from  Canada  to  the  United 
States,  I  was  reminded  how  very  important  it  is  to  be  inquisitive.  This, 
in  turn,  reminded  me  of  the  role  of  the  Heritage  Committee,  and  of 
Aikins  House.  The  House,  reaching  its  centennial,  has  a  great  deal  of 
history  attached  to  it  -  as  a  home,  a  school,  a  retreat,  and  a  heritage 
of  Balmoral  Hail  School.  Who  designed  it,  who  built  it,  and  how,  are 
the  first  questions  we  ask  when  we  are  brought  to  this  place,  and  the 
answers  to  these  questions,  curiously  enough,  are  easy  to  find. 
However,  what  Aikins  House  means  to  each  one  of  us  individually, 
how  we  remember  and  what  we  remember  about  the  House  - 
explaining  this  to  an  outside  audience  becomes  a  challenge.  Thus, 
we  become  sleuths,  detectives,  interviewers,  and  historians. 

For  the  past  five  years,  the  Heritage  Committee,  along  with  the 
generosity  of  donors,  suppliers,  and  so  many  interested  parties, 
has  accomplished  its  task  of  restoring  Aikins  House  to  its  original 
form.  This  has  been  a  task  intended  for  the  Centennial  Celebration, 
however,  it  has  come  to  my  attention  that  the  restoration  is  above 
and  beyond  this  one  event.  It  is  an  ongoing  process,  and  the 
Heritage  Committee,  has  evolved  to  realize  this. 

I  T  H  E  P  O  RTA  L-FALL  2001 


From  the  artwork,  to  the  furniture,  to  the  walls,  and  floors  -  every 
corner  of  Aikins  House  seems  fresh,  new,  and  familiar.  Walls  have 
been  painted  rich  in  texture,  illuminating  the  beauty  of  all  that 
surrounds  the  House.  The  hardwood  floors  have  been  redone  and 
area  rugs  have  been  laid,  including  the  originally  designed  rug  that 
has  the  crests  of  Havergal,  Rupert's  Land,  Riverbend,  and  Balmoral 
Hall,  weaving  the  past  with  the  present.  The  windows  have  been 
adorned  in  drapery  of  rich  textures  in  the  colors  of  forest  green  and 
golden  yellow,  which  make  the  House  seem  more  open  and  warm. 
All  of  the  furniture,  from  the  sofas,  to  the  Jacobean  chairs,  all 
tables,  and  desks  have  been  reupholstered  and  refinished  to  such 
a  degree  that  they  look  brand  new.  And  let  us  not  forget  the 
beautiful  artwork  found  throughout  the  House  -  all  of  which  has 
been  repaired  and  restored  -  giving  a  sense  of  the  priceless  and 
timeless  beauty. 

In-as-much-as  that  has  been  accomplished,  the  Heritage 
Committee  plans  to  continue  the  restoration  to  the  next  level  - 
literally.  Our  focus  is  now  to  move  to  the  second  floor  of  the 
House,  which  will  include  the  landing  of  the  stairs,  the  second 
floor  foyer,  the  southeast  room,  the  northeast  room,  the  archive 
room,  the  washroom,  and  laundn/  room.  In  our  estimations,  the 
restoration  of  the  second  floor  will  include  much  of  the  same  work 
that  was  done  on  the  first  floor  -  that  is,  carpeting,  painting, 
refinishing  the  windows  and  the  floors.  This  is  a  project  that  the 
Heritage  Committee  hopes  will  appeal  to  everyone.  The  Heritage 
Committee  has  had  an  extraordinarily  good  time  learning  not  only 
about  the  House,  but  also  about  each  student,  and  sharing  the 
history  with  the  past,  the  present  and  the  future.

In  a  recent  interview  with  Mr.  Bicknell,  he  shares  with  the  BH  Family  his 
thoughts  about  the  School  as  she  stands  today  and  the  school  he  is  dedicated 
to  building  for  his  children  (all  four  are  currently  enrolled  in  Junior  School  at 
BH),  their  classmates  and  generations  of  students  to  come.

When  did  your  involvement  begin  witli  the  Board  of 
Governors? 

My  involvement  began  as  a  member  of  the  1999-2000  Board  of 
Governors  with  a  seat  on  the  strategic  planning  committee  for 
two  years  and  I  served  as  chair  of  the  fundraising  committee  last 
year  I  was  on  the  Parent  Association  golf  tournament  planning 
committee  this  past  spring.  Last  year,  I  served  as  Chauffeur  to 
three  BH  students  with  an  expanded  role  this  year  as  all  four  of 
our  children  now  attend  Balmoral  Hall. 

Why  did  you  accept  the  role  as  Chair  of  the  Board? 

In  my  first  year  on  the  board,  it  became  evident  to  me  that  the 
Board  of  Governors  individually  were  very  capable  and 
collectively  very  focused  on  the  requirement  to  continuously 
improve  the  School.  During  that  time,  my  personal  view  of  the 
benefits  of  a  gender  specific  environment  for  education  up  to 
Senior  4  evolved  from  uncommitted  to  very  committed.  It  was  at 
that  point  that  as  a  family  we  made  a  significant  commitment  by 
deciding  to  send  our  three  daughters  to  BH  through  Senior  4.  As 
a  result  of  that  decision,  I  felt  that  if  I  could  effect  any  change, 
the  benefits  to  my  daughters  would  increase  if  I  became  involved 
sooner  rather  than  later 

What  is  your  view  of  the  Board's  role? 

A  belief  that  the  Balmoral  Hall  Board  of  Governors  must  maintain 
an  environment  that  has  appropriate  controls  and  that  provides 
Management  with  the  required  resources  to  deliver  the  business 
plan.  At  the  same  time,  we  must  exert  a  positive  pressure  on 
those  same  managers  to  continue  to  reach  higher  and  farther 

What  are  your  plans  for  the  Board  in  the  next  two  years? 

To  continue  to  act  as  a  governance  body  that  sets  the  strategic 
course  for  the  School  and  allows  management  to  manage.  I 
believe  a  significant  area  of  opportunity  for  the  Board  is  to  focus 
at  a  more  global  level  while  providing  for  the  near  and  long  term 
financial  needs  of  the  School. 


To  what  do  you  credit  the  success  of  the  Board? 

The  Board  is  collectively  driven  to  provide  the  environment  for 
the  best  education  possible  to  each  of  the  girls,  boys  and  young 
women  who  study  at  BH.  The  Board,  management  and  staff  of 
BH  have  chosen  to  set  a  standard  that  utilizes  a  national  peer 
group  for  the  measurement  of  success  through  the  Canadian 
Educational  Standards  Institute  (CESI).  BH  is  the  only  private 
school  in  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  to  be  accredited  by  CESI; 
a  credit  to  BH  staff  and  management. 

What  does  the  gift  from  the  Carolyn  Sifton  Foundation 
mean  to  the  future  ofBH? 

That  we  can  move  forward  with  the  strategic  plan  of  the  School 
to  provide  an  ever-increasing  level  of  education  to  our  students. 
It  was  the  single  event  that  made  me  believe  that  our  goal  of 
eliminating  the  debt  and  then  creating  an  endowment  for  the 
school  was  achievable  in  the  near  term.  I  am  confident  that 
through  the  efforts  of  the  parent  body  the  staff,  and  the 
alumnae,  we  will  be  successful.  I  am  personally  very  thankful 
to  the  generosity  of  the  Carolyn  Sifton  Foundation  and  to  Mr. 
Graeme  Sifton  for  his  tireless  efforts  to  BH. 

What  are  the  fundraising  goals  of  the  Board  after  June  30, 
2002? 

With  enrollment  presently  at  its  maximum,  the  Head  of  School 
has  indicated  that  we  could  use  more  classrooms.  Our 
international  program  is  also  at  maximum  enrollment  so  we  are 
considering  growth  opportunities  there.  Our  technology  plan  is 
so  exciting  that  I  also  see  all  members  of  the  BH  Family  working 
to  see  this  plan  successfully  implemented. 

My  personal  objective  is  for  Balmoral  Hall  to  build  a  significant 
endowment  fund  to  provide  in  perpetuity  for  the  educational  needs 
the  future  will  demand.  The  Board  is  focused  on  achieving  our 
debt  elimination  objective,  but  I  can  assure  you  that  as  soon  as 
that  is  met,  we  will  set  our  sights  on  providing  what  is  required 
for  BH  to  continue  its  dominant  role  as  an  educational  leader

Between  1988  and  1998,  Balmoral  Hall 
conducted  a  three-phase  capital  campaign, 
Enriching  iier  Tomorrows.  Each  phase  of 
the  campaign  culminated  in  stages  of 
construction  which,  when  completed, 
provided  BH  students  with  science 
laboratories,  additional  classrooms, 
a  state-of-the-art  theatre,  the  latest 
technological  innovations  and  a 
competition-size  athletic  centre. 

Capital  campaign  fundraising  goals  were 
not  fully  realized,  but  the  Board  of 
Governors  recognized  the  importance  of 
enhancing  the  School's  facilities  to 
continue  to  fulfill  our  century-old  tradition 
of  excellence.

The  Carolyn  Sifton  Foundation

Many  people  have  been  asking  the  Development  Office  of  Carolyn  Sifton's 
connection  to  Balmoral  Hall.  Carolyn  and  her  family  arrived  in  Winnipeg  from 
Toronto  in  1935  when  her  father  Victor  Sifton  took  on  the  position  as  General 
Manager  for  the  Winnipeg  Free  Press.  Carolyn  and  her  younger  sister  Arma 
were  enrolled  at  Riverbend  School  for  Girls.  Today,  Carolyn's  great  niece  Micah, 
is  a  Grade  7  student  at  Balmoral  Hall. 

Sadly,  Carolyn  never  knew  her  great-niece  as  she  passed  away  in  Toronto  after  a 
lengthy  battle  with  cancer  in  1976  at  the  young  age  of  47.  Never  having  had 
children  of  her  own,  Carolyn  had  a  great  fondness  for  children  and  so,  upon  her 
death,  her  estate  was  used  to  establish  the  Carolyn  Sifton  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  began  its  involvement  with  BH  during  the  Enriching  her  Tomorrows 
Campaign,  assisting  with  the  development  of  our  new  facilities.  Since  then, 
the  Foundation  has  contributed  to  the  enhancement  of  our  multimedia  lab,  the 
restoration  of  Aikins  House  and  the  acquisition  of  a  hydraulic  wheelchair  ramp. 

In  our  anniversary  year,  the  Carolyn  Sifton  Foundation  has  made  BH  history  with  its 
donation  towards  the  School's  debt;  the  largest  single  gift  ever  received  by  BH.

On  October  4*,  2001,  with  the  support  and 
guidance  of  CancerCare  Manitoba  and  the 
Guardian  Angel  Foundation,  Balmoral  Hall 
School  hosted  the  V  annual  "Girls  for  the 
Cure  RunAValk"  in  support  of  the  Guardian 
Angel  Foundation's  commitment  to  breast 
cancer  research.

'^here's  no  place 

like  home  -  even 
if  it  happens  to  be  a 
residence  hall. 

Balmoral  Hall  hosts  a 
number  of  international 
and  out-of-town  students 
who  live  in  the  residence 
on  campus.  This  summer, 
the  rooms  are  getting  a 
new  look,  courtesy  the 
students  and  parents  of 
the  school. 


Sue  Kruger  of  the  parent 
association  takes  a  break 
from  painting  and  directing 
her  volunteer  charges  to 
explain  the  project.  "We 
didn't  want  an  institutional 
look.  When  the  girls  are 
here,  it's  home,"  said 
Kruger,  her  face  splattered 
with  stray  paint. 

The  seed  for  the 
renovation  was  planted 
along  with  the  mentorship 
program  between  parents 
and  students  in  residence. 
Mentorship  mothers 
visiting  the  students  noted 
the  condition  of  the  rooms, 
and  thought  they  could  do 
with  a  little  improvement. 


"Just  a  little  paint," 
laughs  Kruger  about  the 
original  idea  that  has 
grown  to  encompass  so 
much  more. 

The  parents  and  students 
are  tackling  10  bachelor 
suites,  home  to  two  girls 
each.  They  removed  the 
carpet,  demolished  an 
inefficient  arrangement 
of  sink  and  cupboards, 
painted  and  purchased 
new  beds  and  desks. 
Closets  have  also  been 
reconfigured,  complete 
with  organizers  for  the 
students'  clothing  and 
other  items.  Before,  the 
large  closets  often  became 
a  disorganized  dumping 
ground  for  odds  and  ends. 

"We're  like  clucking 
hens,  knowing  we  could 
do  better,"  said  Kruger, 
echoing  the  ambition  of 
moms  everywhere. 

One  suite  was  completed 
first  as  an  example  of  what 
the  parents  had  envisioned. 
From  there,  board  members 
of  the  school  approved 
spending  $30,000  per  year 
for  the  next  three  years  on 
the  upgrade.  All  told,  22 
apartments  will  receive  a 
facelift,  beginning  with  the 
first  10  suites  this  summer. 

Common  areas  will  also 
be  updated.  A  lounge  will 
feature  a  way  to  reflect  the 
culture  of  students 


attending  the  school  from 
places  as  far  away  as  Japan, 
China  and  Germany.  Each 
student  will  be  able  to  fill 
an  open  frame  on  the  wall 
with  space  to  hold  items 
that  reflect  their 
homeland.  The  work  is 
being  completed  with 
volunteer  labour,  by 
parents  and  students. 

"It's  a  good  time.  Except 
when  you're  stuck  with 
your  head  in  a  cupboard," 
jokes  Ashley  Zajac,  a  Senior 
4  student.  "You  put  on  the 
music  and  paint  with  your 
friends.  It's  fun." 

Marisa  Louridas  has 
visited  the  residence  on  a 
number  of  occasions.  "It's 
just  like  any  teenage 
bedroom,"  she  says  of  the 
suites.  "I  really  like  it." 

Valerie  Vanbiervliet  is 
working  to  brush  the 
mushroom-coloured  paint 
into  the  grout  of  a  brick 
wall.  "I  want  to  stay  until 
the  end  just  to  see  how  it 
all  works  out." 

About  45  students  will 
live  in  residence  come 
fall,  including  seven 
Grade  7  students.

Renovations  in  the  Residence

We  have  nearly  completed  the  first  two  phases  of  the  renovations 
to  Balmoral  Hall's  residence.  Before  the  end  of  the  school  year, 
students  living  in  the  dorm  were  provided  with  brand  new  Amisco 
beds  with  funl<y  black  steel  headboards  and  new  mattresses.  As 
well,  a  "display  suite"  was  done  that  enabled  us  to  put  our  vision 
into  reality,  and  provide  a  template  for  the  volunteers  to  follow.

There  was  an 
attention  to  detail  that  only  current  BH  parents  Wally  Cawson  and 
Jim  Pigden  could  pull  off,  including  the  replacement  of  light  fixtures, 
new  mirrors  in  the  bathrooms,  and  custom-made  end  tables. 

As  the  deadline  of  July  2?'  approached,  three  extremely 
dedicated  volunteers  must  be  commended  for  their  outstanding 
efforts.  Wally  Cawson,  Jim  Pigden  and  Sue  Kruger  invested  eight 
to  ten  hours  per  day  for  weeks  on  end  to  see  the  near  completion 
of  the  work.  If  it  hadn't  been  for  their  efforts,  the  residence  would 
not  have  been  presentable  for  our  overseas  visitors,  here  for  the 
Japanese  Summer  School. 

We  will  be  continuing  our  work  in  the  building  over  the  school 
year  and  for  the  next  two  years.

We  Must  Always  Seek  Better  Things.  An  excerpt  of  the  Valedictory  Address

My  name  is  Daunica  Brock  and  I  am  an  alumna 
of  Balmoral  Hall,  graduating  class  of  1983.  It 
is  truly  an  honour  to  be  here  today  as  a  guest 
speaker  for  this  very  special  occasion. 

Let  me  begin  with  a  story. . .  In  1 970,  a  1 9 
year-old  girl  called  a  friend  to  see  what  he 
was  doing  that  day.  It  was  Saturday,  and  she 
thought  they  might  get  together  He  informed 
her  that  he  was  going  to  write  and  exam  for 
Air  Traffic  Control,  and  suggested  she  come 
along.  She  did,  and  when  she  entered  the 
room,  she  noticed  that  she  was  the  only 
female  there.  At  the  top  of  the  page  she  put 
her  first  initial  and  her  last  name. 


A  few  weeks  later,  she  received  a  letter 
asking  her  to  an  interview.  When  she  arrived, 
the  two  interviewers  laughed  and  asked  what 
she  was  doing  there.  She  informed  them  that 
she  was  there  for  and  interview  and  showed 
them  the  letter  that  she  had  received.  The 
men  never  once  thought  the  "S"  could  have 
stood  for  Sally,  and  were  quite  taken  back. 
This  was  a  profession  which  was  completely 
male  dominated,  and  it  was  widely  believed 
that  the  thought  process,  math  and  logic 
involved,  was  done  best  by  a  man.  Sally 
completed  her  interview. 

I  want  to  speak  briefly  about  choices  and 
challenges  you  can  look  forward  to  in  your 
quest  for  further  education  and  career. 
Choices  will  or  have  already  been  made, 
and  the  wonderful  thing  about  choices  is 
that  they  can  always  be  changed.  Remember 
that  you  are  the  number  one  consideration 
with  regards  to  your  choices,  and  your 
happiness  is  key. 

It  seems  we  are  all  in  a  rush  to  get  our 
careers  under  way  at  such  an  early  age,  and 
often  we  choose  what  sounds  good,  rather 
that  what  is  good  for  ourselves.  After  many 
unsatisfying  jobs,  I  discovered  air  traffic 
control.  I  saw  an  ad  in  the  paper,  did  a 
mental  checklist  of  the  requirements,  and 
determined  that  I  was  a  perfect  candidate! 


Note  to  self  and  anyone  else  who  is 
interested:  know  what  you  are  getting  into 
before  you  do  it! 

Back  to  Sally's  interview  in  1970.  She  was 
hired  as  the  first  female  air  traffic  controller 
in  Canada  since  World  War  II.  I  work  with 
her  today  in  Edmonton  along  with  17  other 
female  controllers.  What  Sally  did  in  1970 
was  extraordinary.  She  is  a  modern  day 
pioneer  so  to  speak,  and  has  opened  the 
doors  for  females  in  a  very  dynamic  and 
exciting  career. 

Challenges  should  be  faced  head  on.  Use 
your  education  to  your  advantage,  be  bold, 
and  stand  up  for  yourself.  If  you  think 
something  is  unusual  and  interesting, 
challenge  yourself  and  do  it!  The  education 
you  have  received  at  Balmoral  Hall  has  well 
prepared  you  for  this. 

Daunica  was  born  in  Tiiompson,  Manitoba 
and  grew  up  in  Liberia,  West  Africa  and 
Saudi  Arabia.  She  attended  BH  from  Grade 
10  to  12,  lived  in  residence  and  was 
elected  School  Captain  in  her  final  year 
She  then  graduated  with  an  undergraduate 
degree  in  1987  from  the  University  of 
Manitoba.  She  completed  training  as  an 
Air  Traffic  Controller  in  1992  and  now 
lives  in  Edmonton  with  her  husband 
Bruce  and  four  kids:  Caitlin  10:  Grayson  4; 
Alexa  and  Browyn  2.
